for slum clearance should make 
available, from existing authori- 
zations, $700,000,000 for slum 
clearance loans and $250,000,000 
for federal grants in the same 
field. 
Plans Future Requests. 

“As our communities are 
enabled by this broadened au- 
thorization to increase the scope 
and pace of their efforts, I shall 
request such additional loan and 
grant authorizations as can be 
effectively used,” the President 
said. 

Chairman Jesse P. Wolcott 
(Rep.), Michigan, of the House 
Banking Committee said the 
President's program would en- 
courage building of 1,000,000 
new homes a year with emphasis 
on low-cost housing. He said his 
committee will begin hearings 
on the program about March 1 
and by the time they are com- 
pleted “I think all the contro- 
versy will be eliminated.”

The commission postponed a 
final decision on what to do 
about 7 Chinese and 10 Koreans 
accused of murdering fellow 
prisoners in the anti-Red P.O.W. 
camps. They are held by the 
Indians but the U.N. Command 
has demanded their release, con- 
tending the Indians and the com- 
mission have no legal right to 
hold any P.O.W. after midnight 
Jan. 22. 

Thimayya also gave the com- 
mission a final, official report 
which listed 7578 North Koreans 
and 14,227 Chinese returned to 
Allied control Jan. 20.

Committed to Atomic War? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The policy of this Administration 
is to reduce the strength of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force in respect 
to conventional -weapons because 
of our claim of growing superiority 
over Russia in atomic weapons. 

This in face of much. expert 
Opinion that MRussia’s radar and 
guided missile defenses, also her 
fighter and long distance bomber re- 
serves, are far in excess of ours. 
Meanwhile Secretary Dulles, armed 
with no more than a walking cane, 
is making loud.and blustering words. 

Who has advised the President 
that the United States has an actua! 
or growing superiority over Russia 
in atomic weapons, in long range air- 
power, or in defense. measures? 

The fact appears to be that the 
President and Secretary Dulles, with 
the advice and consent of their busi- 
ness associates and the business Cab- 
inet, proposed and initiated this 
startling innovation in military 
policy—to base the nation's military 
policy on the deliberate use of 
atomic weapons. 

Let us, ordinary citizens, get this 
straight in our minds before the na- 
tion is fully committed to it. This 
policy is not based on sound military 
strategy or wise statesmanship. This 
plan is based almost solely on do- 
mestic, political and economic mo- 
tives. It is a direct outgrowth of the 
obsession of the Republican business 

leaders to balance the budget, re- 
duce business taxes and Federal ex- 
penses. 

In normal times this is a normal 
objective, but in the present world 
crisis. such a policy offers a ter- 
rible danger, not merely to this na- 
tion but to the whole world. Mark 
it down, therefore, for the record: 
the President's new military ad- 
visors had no hand in this political 
plan to use the atomic bomb to save 
money at any risk. Our military 
men are reported not merely to have 
refrained from proposing it, they 
almost unanimously oppose it.

D-Day in Bricker’s War 

D-day has arrivéd and zero-hour has come and 
gone in the campaign against the proposed 
Bricker amendment. The pre-debate conference 
in the White House heard of no compromise 
that Senator Bricker would accept. The Ohio 
Republican held out against basic change in his 
,constitutional amendment which would make 
the conduct of United States foreign affairs just 
about as difficult as when this nation was only 
a loose association of coloniés joined in revolt 
against the British crown, 

Big guns have been unlimbered on both sides 
of the Senate. Not all of the 62 Senators who 
were persuaded to indorse the proposal are still 
behind Bricker, Some of them have taken a sec- 
ond look and switched sides. But the Ohioan 
does command the America-First-Last-and-Only 
contingent, those who would have the United 
States go it alone instead of adhering to the 
proposition that international peace calls for in- 
ternational effort. 

They want more than the whip of senatorial 
ratification to hold over the President and his 
Secretary of State; they want handcuffs. 

On the other side are those convinced ‘that 
the existing formula for diplomacy has served 
us well ever since the unanimous adoption of 
the Constitution on Sept. 17, 1787—and its sub- 
sequent ratification by the states—and that there 
is less excuse than ever in these complex times 
for restrictions. 

According to Senator Knowland, the Republi- 
can leader, President Eisenhower has been ready 
all through the weekend to consider a compro- 
mise amendment. But only one compromise 
could be acceptable: one declaring that no treaty 
shall contravene the Constitution. Such a state- 
ment, however, would be superfluous. That it is 
unacceptable to the Brick2rites shows more clear- 
ly than anything that they are not motivated 
by a pious concern for the Constitution as it has 
stood for almost 167 years, So far as foreign 
affairs are concerned, they want a new Consti- 
tution, one which would transfer most of the real 
power in this field from the Executive to the 
Legislative branch. 

And they want this excessive power in their 
own hands primarily to make more difficult, if 
not downright impossible, American participa- 
tion in co-operative international efforts for a 
common goal. Their No. 1 target, as a matter 
of fact, is the United Nations. 

To achieve their ends, the Brickerites have 
blown up a tempest of obfuscating words. The 
latest but not the least gust in this storm was 
the letter sent by Bricker to all his fellow Sena- 
tors. In this, he challenged the President's inter- 
pretation of the proposed amendment. We have 
a feeling, however, that the people and a ma- 
jority of their Senators will not let this verbal 
dust get in their eyes. 

The President and his diplomatic representa- 
tives must have the necessary latitude to con- 
clude negotiations with other governments in 
reasonable time, This does not mean that they 
can use the treaty power to foist laws on the 
American people against their will. So it is not 
necessary to require compacts with foreign gov- 
ernments to be ratified by the House as well as 
the Senate—and in some cases, conceivably by 
the Legislatures of the 48 states—as the Brick- 
erites would have it. 

The Bricker Amendment would make the con- 
duct of United States diplomacy dangerously 
difficult just when every bit of legitimate flexi- 
bility is desirable in easing the strains which 
threaten us and al] the world with dire disaster. 
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Auto Licensing in Reverse 

Missourians will remember the hopes that 

greeted enactment of the permanent motor ve- 
hicle registration law effective in 1949, By 
spreading out issuance of auto licenses, the law 
was supposed to spread out work in the State 
Department of Revenue and end the jam-up at 
revenue offices which used to occur at just this 
season. By giving each motorist a permanent 
license number, the act was intended to make 
identification easier for police. Altogether, the 
law was supposed to cut costs and increase 
efficiency. 

Now State Auditor Haskell Holman says the 
actual results have been almost the opposite. 

In a report to Gov. Donnelly, Holman men- 
tions several thousands of dollars in shortages in 
Revenue office funds, and estimates of far high- 
er losses to the state in evasions of the law. 
“The results have never been as unsatisfactory,” 
the State Auditor says, He recommends return 
to the system of issuing annual license plates, 
with changes in administration. 

The Legislature would have to enact a new 
license system. Before it does, it should study 
the old system and Auditor Holman’s report. 
New legislation seldom works out exactly as ex- 
pected, but the registration law seems to have 
worked out in reverse. And why? That is what 
the people of Missouri will want to know. 
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Justice Through Partiality 

Even if it did take some close questioning by 
Senator Douglas of Illinois, Senator Lehman of 
New York and especially Senator Kennedy of 
Massachusetts, it is to the credit of Albert C. 
Beeson of California, President Eisenhower's 
third nominee to the National Labor Relations 
Board, that he frankly acknowledged his atti- 
tude toward the board's workings. 

Mr. Beeson said he believes it is important 
that business management be represented on 
the NLRB, even though no previous board 
member was chosen directly from the ranks of 
management or of labor. He also said that the 
board has been made up of too many lawyers, 

The plain fact, of course, is that a board 
member chosen from the bar or any other pro- 
fession may be either pro-labor or pro-manage- 
ment. That some past board members have had 
strong convictions of this nature is beyond seri- 
ous argument. And their presence did not help 
the long-run record of the NLRB. Yet the solu- 
tion of this problem is not to pick one member 
from, say, the National Association of Manu- 
facturers and another from the top hierarchy of 
the United Mine Workers of America. 

The NLRB is supposed to be a quasi-judicial 
body. Like many similar agencies it functions in 
one of the specialized fields of administrative 
law. This branch of the law is a natural out- 
growth of the complexities of a modern econo- 
my, Such {issues as freight rates, the honest mar- 
keting of securities, and the regulation of nation- 
wide telegraph, radio and television networks 
call for such a high degree of specialized knowl- 
edge that they cannot be judged with the de- 
sired dispatch by a judge or a jury. Hence the 
administrative agencies with the courts only 
looking over their shoulder to make sure that 
decisions are based on substantial evidence. 

An important segment of the judicial process 
has been entrusted to these agencies, and there- 
fore their members must conduct themselves in 
the judicial manner. This is hardly to be achiev- 


ed by staffing them with frank advocates of 
rival interests—and perhaps an odd man striv- 
ing to reconcile what often may be irreconcil- 
able. Like judges, they should be above the strife 
as far as is humanly possible. They should not 
fight for one side or the other, but rather en- 
deavor to make sure that, between the two, 
justice is done.

Toward Freer World Trade 


While there is much that can be commended 
in the report of the Randall Commission on 
Foreign Economic Policy, perhaps the outstand- 
ing virtue is the early submission to President 
Eisenhower. This means that the White House 
‘can transmit the recommendations to Congress 
in short order so there will be no excuse for 
delay on Capitol Hill in the consideration of 
the proposals to increase wor'd trade. 

The commission deserves credit for propos- 
ing that the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act 
be extended for three years. Had the Eisen- 
hower Administration asked and obtained a 
three-year extension last year, the program 
would not now be up for fresh pulling and 
hauling in an all-too-hostile Congress. When 
the Administration sought only a one-year ex- 
tension, and then promised not to make any 
additional use of the program, it delivered the 
entire problem into the hands of a politics-ridden 
election-year legislative body. 

Chairman Clarence B, Randall and his col- 
leagues on the commission also deserve credit 
for calling for vigorous continuation of the 
Point IV program of technical assistance for un- 
derdeveloped countries... Just how much the 
commission would limit this valuable program 
by its restrictions against “big money” or 
“capital investments” is not yet clear. But 
there can be no doubt about the strong indorse- 
ment of the principle of Point IV, wisely 
launched in the Truman Administration. 

One of the difficulties with the Randall Com- 
mission's report is, as our chief Washington 
correspondent, Raymond P. Brandt, so well ex- 
plained Sunday, that its findings and conclu- 
sions are confused by separate statements and 
sharp dissents. The two leading members from 
the House, G.O.P. Representatives Reed of 
New York and Simpson of Pennsylvania, dis- 
miss the report as “vague, indefinite and un- 
satisfactory.” They find that “it adds nothing 
to the views of the members of the commission 
previously published and well known before 
their selection.” 

Similarly the leading Republican Senator on 
the commission, Millikin of Colorado, quickly 
put himself on record against many of the rec- 
ommendations, Speaking as chairman of the 
powerful Senate Finance Committee, Senator 
Millikin said that the commission had “gratui- 
tously” introduced itself into “highly contro- 
versial domestic issues,” such as aid to agri- 
culture, and the production in this country of 
wool, copper, lead and zinc. 

The report is undeniably right when it says 
that “boldness will be required” in grappling 
with the problem of world trade. For it is 
already a foregone conclusion that nothing ex- 
cept boldness in and leadership from President 
Eisenhower will save the day for a freer ex- 
change of the world’s goods and a resultant 
strengthening of the ties between the free nations. 
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Limit on an Exemption 

Municipal bonds issued for other than public 
purposes no longer will be tax exempt if the 
House Ways and Means Committee has its way, 
and this will be a good thing. 

Some communities below the Mason-Dixon 
line have employed the tax exemption privilege 
as a major weapon in the current fight for in- 
dustry between North and South. They have 
sold municipal bonds—pledged the public credit 
—to build factories for industries induced to 
move from other areas, principally New England. 

If any community wants to go into debt to 
private industry in this way that is its business— 
or rather bad business. But it ought not to have 
the advantage of the lower interest rates that 
go with tax exemption. That is a privilege that 
should be reserved entirely to public projects. 
The Ways and Means Committee is right in 
recommending that this be the rule from now on. 
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How Do They Stand? 


The one thing that ought to be clear well be- 
fore the Feb. 9 special election in St. Louis’s 
Fourth and Sixth State Senatorial Districts is 
how the candidates stand on the earnings tax. 

It seems reasonably certain that Gov. Donnel- 
ly called these two special elections in prepara- 
tion for a possible special session of the Mis- 
souri Legislature devoted specifically to the 
earnings tax. If that is so, then surely every can- 
didate owes it to the people to say exactly how 
he would vote. 

If he would permit St. Louis to continue levy- 
ing the tax, then he ought to make that crystal 
clear, as have the Republican candidates in each 
district—Philip E._Muehlheausler in the Fourth 
and Leo Rede! in the Sixth—both of whom have 
announced their support of the tax. And if a 
candidate is against the levy, he ought to stand 
up and say so. 

Certainly there ought not to be any of the 
mealy-mouthed equivocation like that indulged 
in to date by the two Democratic ‘candidates. 
Both James M. Webbe in the Fourth District 
and John P. Barrett in the Sixth say they have 
not made up their minds on the question. 

This is the principal, if not the sole, issue in 
each district. If Mr. Webbe and Mr. Barrett con- 
tinue to duck it, they will not be dealing frankly 
with the voters. 
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Shouts in-Keélung Harbor 


Perhaps the most joyous place in the world 
right now is the port of Keelung in Formosa 
where ships are unloading thousands of former 
Chinese Communist soldiers who, in the pris- 
oner exchange, elected to join the free world 
rather than to return behind the Red line in 
Korea. Some five shiploads bearing the van- 
guard of about 14,000 released prisoners have 
been received with tumultous welcomes. 

Meantime the Korean repatriation commis- 
sion has divided 3 to 2 in disapproving the 
U.N. decision to release the residue of prisoners 
who do not wish to return to the side from 
which they were taken captive. India has been 
joined in the voting by Communist Poland and 
Czechoslovakia, while Sweden and Switzerland 
have upheld the U.N. position. 

The prisoner troubles are not yet over, and 
there are many twists and turns in the record, 
but of one aspect the free world, including par- 
ticularly the United States, may be proud, No 
prisoner was forced to return against his will. 
For the Korean war was no ordinary war be- 
tween two countries over land alone. It was a 
war in which the stake was a way of life. The 
costs were great but they wrote a new principle 
into the history of the world, ~

MOLINE, II. 

A close-up view of what happens to 
a community when business slides off is 
provided in this four-city area that is 
devoted chiefly to making farm machin- 
ery. The people of Moline, East Moline 
and Rock Island in Illinois, and of 
Davenport, Ia., just across the Mis- 
sissippi, are finding out what It means 
when prosperity-suddenly eases off. 

The experience of the Quad Cities 
is typical of any area that runs into 
a downturn in business activity. 

Layoffs in farm-equipment plants be- 
gan in May and continued until produc- 
tion schedules were cut approximately 
in half. That reduced employment in 
the plants by about a third—from 21,- 
300 to 14,500. This 
drop of 6800, plus 
scattered trims in 
other § industries, 
has scaled factory 
employment down 
by 7500 and cut 
pay rolls by per- 
haps $2,500,000 a 
month. 

Effects of these 
layoffs have spread 
throughout the area. 
They show up in 
unpaid bills, auto 
repossessions, a low- 
er volume of trade. People who still 
have jobs tend to become more cautious 
in buying, to hold their money. Busi- 
ness in general, however, remains fair- 
ly active. Moderate cuts in pay rolls 
do not produce a widespread depression. 

Factories hang on to tool and die 
makers, engineers and draftsmen, others 
who have special skills or technical 
training, 


6800 Workers Laid Off 


It's a different story, however, for 
the young and the unskilled. Of the 
6800 workers laid off, about 100 of 
the better-trained men were taken on 
by the Rock Island Arsenal. A few 
more were picked up by an aircraft- 
instrument plant and an aluminum roll- 
ing mill. A handful of workers found 
jobs at a small rubber-products plant, 
but at wages 40 cents an hour below 
the prevailing factory scale. 

Unemployment insurance, under such 
circumstances, becomes the mainstay 
of both the jobless and the community. 
Claims for unemployment benefits are 
rising steadily. 

A recent total puts the benefit rolls 
at 4000 for the Quad Cities area, a rise 
of about 3200 since May 15, But there 
are many complaints that you can’t live 
on the benefits which are at a top of 
$27 a week and an average of $23.40 
a week in Illinois. Benefits are lower 
on the Iowa side of the river. 

One housewife, echoing the general 
view, says flatly: “You can’t keep a 
family of six on $27 a week.” She is 
the wife of an assembler, laid off from 
a plant that makes combines and corn 
pickers. 


Job Insurance Inadequate 


Unemployment insurance, moreover, 
is less than most families would get if 
they went on relief, a move that few 
are willing to take, A typical relief 
budget for a family of five runs to 
about $112 a month, plus additional al- 
lowances for doctors’ bills and chil- 
dren’s clothing. Nevertheless, relief 
agencies often find it necessary to sup- 
plement unemployment benefits to keep 
families going. 

Unions now are trying to get the in- 
surance payments increased to a maxi- 
mum of $40 a week, but are running 
into stiff political opposition. 

Veterans returning from military serv- 
ice are irked by the delays in getting 
their G.I. unemployment insurance. 
They find they cannot collect .unem- 
ployment benefits until they have 


ceased to draw their mustering-out pay 
of $300 at the rate of $100 a month. 

Some families are able to keep going 
by having their wives work in offices, 
banks and stores, Others, with consid- 
erable seniority, take jobs at lower pay. 
This practice is called “downgrading.” 

For example, a gear shaper in a trac- 
tor plant was transferred to a job as 
a crank-shaft grinder. An inspector in 
the same plant, earning $1.79 an hour, 
dropped down to become a laborer, at 
$1.69 an hour. In other cases, workers 
have accepted pay cuts of as much 
as 40 cents an hour, 


Debts Become Burdensome 


Debts are proving burdensome to 
laid-off workers. People have trouble 
meeting payments on houses and other 
things when their savings are exhausted 
and their pay checks stop. 

A middle-aged machine operator in a 
tractor plant was making take-home pay 
of about $64 a week before he was laid 
off. His situation is well above average, 
since he has no dependent children and 
no debt except on his home. He was 
laid off three months .ago, holding an 
equity of $3600 in a $13,000 house. 

His trouble is that his payments come 
to $78.31 a month and he cannot con- 
tinue them much longer. He is trving 
to sell his house as a way out, but this 
is proving difficult. Not a prospect has 
appeared for two months. 

Lenders are starting to repossess 
cars on which payments are delinquent. 
A Rock Island truck driver, who held 
his job for seven years, was one-of the 
first to be laid off by a farm-equip- 
ment factory. He used most of his un- 
employment insurance—$27 a week— 
“to eat on,’ and could not keep up pay- 
ments on his car, amounting to $59 
a month. The car has been repossessed. 

This experience is likely to become 
common if the layoffs continue because 
there are thousands of installment loans 
on everything from cars to radio sets. 


Trade Feels the Pinch 


Trade also is suffering, but the de- 
cline in volume is not severe. Depart- 
ment-store sales in the area are down 
11 per cent, while a large chain store 
reports sales off 9 per cent. Another 


merchant says he is doing better than 


others by concentrating on low and 
medium-priced goods and by keeping 
open occasionally at night. 

Most of the laid-off workers report 
having only meager savings. Yet the 
total of savings piling up in banks and 
savings and loan associations is larger 
in this area than ever. The reason is 
that people who still have jobs are be- 
coming fearful of losing them. So they 
are cutting back on spending and in- 
creasing their savings. 

Recovery is expected to come only 
slowly to the Quad Cities area. A sea- 
sonal rise in the farm-equipment indus- 
try is expected this winter, but not be- 
fore one large plant shuts down com- 
pletely for retooling. 

Actually, the boom appears to have 
ended for this area. Not until farmers 
feel prosperous again will the Quad 
Cities have a base again for full pro- 


duction.

Between Book Ends 


The ‘Monstrous Rebellion’ 
A STILLNESS AT APPOMATTOX, by Bruce Catton. 

(Ooubiedsay & Co., inc., 438 pgs., $5.) 

“Who is putting down this monster 
rebellion?” asked a Michigan private 
after Second Cold Harbor, “Is it the 
officers?” No, it wasn't the officers 
exactly, though they were around. The 
whole burden of the three grand books 
Mr. Catton has written about the Army 
of the Potomac (“Mr. Lincoln’s Army,” 
“The Glory Road,” and now “A Still- 
ness at Appomattox”) is that the pri- 
vate soldier did the job of mending 
the Union—the private soldier, ably 
seconded by Mr. Lincoln in the White 
House. And in this final volume of his 
trilogy, Mr. Catton tells the story of 
how the “Yanks” finally won the vic- 
tory. The period covered is from the 
beginning of 1864 to the surrender of 
the Army of Northern Virginia, and 
the fact emerges clearly that this year 
and a third was a long, long time in 
American history, 

Mr. Catton’s story of the Army of 
the Potomac, including the present 
book, is. stirring 
reading. The author 
has the happy fac- 
ulty of breathing 
life into his char- 
acters and into 
events to such an 
extent that the 
ghastly butchery of 
Cold Harbor, the 
tragic assault at 
the *“‘Crater” in the 
Petersburg 
trenches, and the 
last day at Appo- 
mattox become part 


Bruce Catton of the personal ex- 
perience of the 
reader. And, as is true of his earlier 


volumes, the author writes of more 
than battles. His soldiers and officers 
do not move in a vacuum, since the 
politics, economics and war-weariness 
of the Union are made part of the story 
of the Army, 

A lot of people have written a lot of 
books about the late unpleasantness be- 
tween the States, but Mr. Catton has 
risen above the vast average. A pro- 
longed study of the period 1861-1865 
gives one the haunting feeling that 
there was much more to the war than 
appeared on the surface; that the war 
was part of a lot of big things happen- 
ing to the United States and that may- 
be the soldiers didn't know about these 
things, but they were making them pos- 
sible. This sort of suspicion is not 
easy to put into ungaudy prose. Mr. 
Catton has done the job of expressing 
this feeling admirably, Here’s a sample 
on page 363: 

“The end of the war was like the be- 
ginning, with the army marching down 
the open road under the spring sky, 
seeing a far light on the horizon. Many 
lights had died in the windy dark but 
far down the road there was always a 
gleam, and it was as if a legend had 
been created to express some obscure 
truth that could not otherwise be 
stated. Everything had changed, the 
war and the men and the land they 
fought for, but the road ahead had not 
changed.” 

This attempt to see beyond the maze 
of men and blood and desolation is one 
of the things that makes Mr. Catton’s 
book so engrossing. The book is so 
good that it ought to make a great num- 
ber of Civil War historians jealous. 

A word of warning to readers with 
Southern sympathies: Be careful when 
you read this book, it might win you 
to the Union side.

The banker was eéspecially 
evident when financial writers 
at the news conference pressed 
Dodge to say what kind of a 
budget it was.

Furthermore, said Dodge, 
there is not going to be a reces- 
sion. The budget does not take 
any such possibility into ac- 
count. But had he not consid- 
ered the fact that in the esti- 
mate of cash actually paid out 
and cash actually taken in by 
the Treasury, the balance would 


be $200,000.000 on the credit 
side of the ledger?

TOTALK ONAN GOGH 


Praises U.S. Abstract Paint- 
ing—Museum Lecture 
Today at 8 P.M. 


Fresh light on Vincent Van 
Gogh's last days of intermittent 
insanity will be given by Ger- 
main Bazin, chief curator of 
paintings and drawings “at the 
Louvre Museum, Paris, in an 
illustrated iecture today at 8 
p.m. at the City Art Museum. In 
a seven-week American premiere 
that ended here last month, the 
touring Van Gogh show drew a 
total of about 150,000 visitors. 

Bazin’s talk will be based on 


unpublished documents and Van | 


Gogh drawings that went to the 
Louvre recently from the estate 
of Dr. Paul Gachet, the artist’s 
physician at Auvers-sur-Oise 
during the final two months of 
Van Gogh's life. 

The traveling show contains 17 
paintings and drawings from this 
period, May 21 to Juiy 29, 1890, 
and includes portraits of Dr. and 
Mrs. Gachet. This is a phase of 
his production on which art his- 


torians are divided. Most agree, | 


however, that the final work is | 
uneven in quality, with violent | 
accents in landscapes suggesting | 
madness. Van Gogh's death 
came from a self-inflicted bullet | 
wound. 

In an interview here, Bazin, 
who is a professor of art at the 
Ecole du Louvre and the Uni- 
versity of Brussels, discussed 
modern art in general and, in 
particular, American abstract 
painting, of which he has made 
a special study. 

He said he, personally, is fas- 
cinated by abstraction and con- 
siders this manner of expression 
a natural outgrowth of Amer- 
ica’s industrialized and mecha- 
nized civilization. 

Bazin, 47 years old, is director 
of a magazine titled “Amour de 
l’Art,” teaches courses in art 
history from the Renaissance to 
the present and is author and 
editor of surveys of classic and 
modern painting. He holds de- 
grees in law as well as in let- 
ters. 

The address here tonight is 
the first of his current tour to 
be given at a free public mu- 
seum. He began with a discus- 
sion of painting and motion 
pictures before the French Insti- 
tute, New York, will repeat that 
talk tomorrow at 3 p.m. at the 
home of Joseph Desloge, 1 
Portland place, at a meeting of 
the Alliance Francaise of St.

| Simultantous Goals. 


Both the President and Budget 
Director Dodge explained that 
the budget could have been bal- 
anced if the 1950 Korean war in- 
creases in income and excess 
profits taxes had been contin- 
ued instead of being allowed to 
expire on Jan. 1. That tax re- 
duction accounted for a five-bil- 
lion-dollar revenue loss. If it 
had not gone into effect there 
would have been a surplus of 
about two billion dollars. 

The President has shifted his 
objective. All last year we 
heard—balance the budget first. 
then tax reduction. Now the 
idea is to do both simultaneous- 
ly. In explaining the change, 
the President ascribed it to the 
economies his Administration 
had made, saying “these reduc- 
tions justified lower taxes.” He 
added: 

_ “So that most of the new sav- 
ings could be passed on to the 
taxpayers of the nation as a 
whole, with beneficial effects on 
our entire economy, I believed it 
best to adopt a course leading 
toward the twin goals of a bal- 


anced budget and tax reduc- 
tions,”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 (UP) 
—The Army has agreed to sur- 
render complete control over 
some 40,000 engineer troops to 
the Air Force, ending a contro- 
versy over the engineers who 
build and maintain air bases. 
The Air Force has been battling 
to have its own corps of en- 
gineers ever since it was sep- 
arated from the Army after 
World War II. 


Army Under Secretary John 
Slezak told a reporter “general 
agreement” now has been 
reached for the Army to give 
up the 40,000 troops. Previously 
the Army Engineers have been 
furnishing their own men to the 
Air Force to build and maintain 
air fields. 


These Army Engineers—num- 
bering about 30,000—were fed, 
paid for and housed by the Air 
Force, but were trained by the 
Army. Under the new agree- 
ment, these engineers will drop 
their Army connections and be- 
come absorbed into the Air 
Force.

Smoking a Pipe 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


MENTIONED some time ago that I had switched from 
| cigarettes to pipe smoking. Since then, I’ve learned a 

bit from experience that might be useful to you if you're 
tempted to change. 

The tongue-bite so painful to new pipe smokers doesn’t 
persist. After the first week or two of daily pipe smoking, 
even breaking in a new pipe doesn’t bother your tongue. 

That’s important to know, because tongue-bite has scared 
others away from pipe-smoking. If you smoke a pipe only 
once in a while, then it makes your tongue hurt. If you 
smoke it daily, your tongue doesn’t hurt nor does it 
become numb.

ROBIDA’S 
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HOWEVER, IF 1 TRY to chain-smoke a pipe, then by 
bedtime my tongue will hurt. Thus, in addition to the non- 
inhaling advantage of pipe-smoking, it is also self-limiting. 
You aren’t likely to over-indulge very often. 

Quantities of matches are vital to pipe-smoking be- 
cause pipes go out, again and again. Don’t leave home 
with only one book of matches. Take several. I hope 
that scientists don’t discover a noxious chemical in match 
smoke, because you get plenty in your mouth in relighting 
your pipe, again and again and yet again. 

You need pipe-cleaners in your pocket at all times. 
Running down the stem between every few smokes will 
keep bftter moisture from accumulating and running back 
into your mouth. At all events, pipe stems should be 
cleaned with a pipecleaner before putting them away for 
several days. 

oe. = 

FOR BEST RESULTS, you soon learn how to care 
for a pipe. That means you can’t smoke the same one 
every day. Its bowl becomes soggy and sour at the bottom. 
This also happens if you don't smoke it completely down 
each time. If you dump the bowl contents half-smoked, 
the bottom will be wet with tar and moisture and need 
cleaning. But if you only half-fill the pipe with tobacco 
in the first place and smoke it until all the tobacco is 
ashed, then your pipe bow] stays dry and sweet all day. 

You need several good briar pipes, preferably at least 
one for every day of the week 

Breaking in a pipe is a chore but not as bad a one 
after your mouth is pipe-broken. Pack the new pipe 
loosely about one-third full and smoke it slowly, not allow- 
ing the bowl to get too hot to hold comfortably in your 
hand, Knock out the ash and lay the pipe aside for a little 
while and smoke it again in the same way. Do this several 
times a day for the first week, then fill it half-full loosely 
with tobacco and repeat. By the end of the second week, 
it will be broken in. 

An additional advantage of pipe-smoking, according 
to an old adage; is that a pipe allows considerable words of 
wisdom to be spoken while it stops the mouths of fools. I 
certainly add no claim that every pipe-smoker is a philos- 
opher. But relighting your pipe does give you time to 
reconsider what you say before speaking. fn other words, 
putting a pipe in your mouth helps keep your foot out of it.

INE-YEAR-OLD Phil is the

He feels 
like a prisoner in that school- 
room. The school authdrities 
say: “Of course, the boy isn't 
doing very well, but that’s his 
fault. The teacher is willing to 
help him, but apparently he is 
unwilling to learn.”

THEY ARE WRONG and are 
doing a great injustice to a su- 
perior child. He has the gifts— 
a good intellect, a_ strong, 
healthy body—to become a lead- 
er, but the school determines 
that he must be cut down to the 
size of those in his age group. 
That is senseless and harmful. 

Schools are for children and 
not for the convenience of ad- 
ministrators. The odd child at 
either end of the class is made 
to feel that he is unfit and a 
nuisance because he fails to 
conform to the classroom pat- 
tern. 

The authorities make speeches 
and write reports setting forth 
their belief in the education of 
the individual child. That creéd 
is not carried out in the class- 
rooms; the teachers receive or- 
ders on a set course of study, 
a set of books and a set of rules, 
and that’s that.

NOBODY TAKES into consid- 
eration whether a child is slow 
or bright, he must listen to the 
routine, repeated lessons of the 
week. The rule is that the pu- 
pils must be prepared for end- 
term tests. 

Superior pupils are often big- 
ger than their classmates of the 
Same age.

Left “High and Dry” 


O BE left high and dry, in 
T present-day vernacular, is to 

be left in a difficult predica- 
ment of a special kind; that is, to 
be left alone, isolated, with no 
means of extricating oneself; 
stranded is perhaps the best 
single word to define the phrase. 
In its current use there is usual- 
ly a background of activity or 
events from which the person 
in question is left out—he is 
left high and dry. 

This sounds like good Ameri- 
can slang, but it is so only by 
adoption. Originally, the allusion 
was to a ship cast up on shore 
—or drawn up and left out of 
the water. And literature of the 
last century offers many exam- 
ples of this literal connotation. 
In 1822, R. G. Wallace, an Eng- 
lish author, wrote as follows: 
“Another surf sent Ensign 
George True high and dry on 
the beach.” Decades later, ships 
and shore are still in evidence 
where the expression appears. 

In Britain, the words became 
a nickname for the old High 
Church party, that is, during 
the dissensions in the _ back- 
ground of the 19th century Ox- 
ford Movement. In Trollope’s fa- 
mous novel, “Barchester 
Towers,” published in 1857, there 
is a reference to “That party 
which is now scandalously called 
the high and dry church.” 

How much more dramatic all 
this becomes when one visual- 
izes a ship run aground, help- 
lessly hoping for relief from 
nature when the tide comes in.

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Eggs Have 
Many Uses 
In Cooking 


By Edith M. Barber 


GGS are a regular breakfast 
F item in many households and 

have so many uses in cooking 
that it often seems our supply 
must be replenished every time 
we buy groceries. 

Of course, it doesn’t matter in 
what form we eat this highly 
nutritious food. The addition of 
an egg—or, even better, egg 
yolks that we may have on hand 
—is certainly an asset to a sauce, 
for example. 

For sauces and puddings, it 
really is not necessary to beat 
the yolks and stir a little of the 
hot mixture into them before 
they are added. It is perfectly 
safe to drop the yolk into the 
hot mixture while beating it 
vigorously. Stirring over low heat 
or over hot water should then 
continue for not more than two 
minutes. 

For best results, as far as tex- 
ture is concerned, eggs should 
have either short cooking or 
should be cooked over hot water, 
like baked custards. By the way, 
if you make these with homogen- 
ized milk add more sugar than 
usual and allow a little more 
time for setting. 

Baked Custards. 

Three eggs, slightly beaten: 
one-half teaspoon salt, six table- 
spoons sugar, three cups _ ho- 
mogenized milk, one teaspoon 
vanilla, nutmeg. 

Combine slightly beaten eggs, 
salt, sugar and milk, and vanilla 
and stir until sugar is dissolved. 
Pour in custard cups, sprinkle 
with nutmeg, and place cups in 
pan of hot water. Bake in mod- 
erate oven (375 degrees Fahren- 
heit) until set, 35 to 40 minutes. 
The custard will be cooked when 
mixture does not adhere to knife 
when inserted, Cool quickly by 
placing cups in cold _ water. 
Yield: six custards. 

Note: If milk is scalded, time 
of baking will be cut down about 
five minutes. 

Cream Filling. 

Two-thirds cup sugar, one-half 
cup flour, one-eighth teaspoon 
Salt, two cups scalded milk, two 
egg yolks, one teaspoon vanilla 
extract, one-half cup heavy 
cream, whipped. 

Mix sugar, flour and salt in 
top of double boiler. Stir in 
scalded milk gradually. Stir over 
hot water until mixture thickens, 
cover and cook 10 minutes. Beat 
egg yolks, one at a time, into hot 
mixture, and continue stirring 
two minutes. Cool. Fold in vanil- 
la and whipped cream. Yield: 
filling for one Boston cream pie, 
or 12 large cream puffs, or one 
nine-inch cream pie or three 
nine-inch layers.

Who Must File Returns

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 (AP) 
OU must file an income tax 

Y return on or before March 
15 if you made as much as 
$600 in 1953. 


You must report your income 
even if legal deductions are 
large enough to relieve you of 
paying any tax. You may even 
get money back after filing a 
return. Most employers deduct 
taxes from pay. It’s the law. 
Many taxpayers find that such 
deductions are larger than the 
amount they owe. 


The earlier you get your re- 
turn in, the sooner you will get 
any refund that may be due. 
Things also will be speeded up 
if you print “refund” on the 
envelope in which you turn in 
such a return. It will get pri- 
ority treatment. 


Age makes no difference. If 
you made as much as $600 you 
must file a return. 


The tax law and the forms are 
the same as last year, but there 
have been some new rulings, 
some Of which could save you 
money.

Failure to do either of these 
things means that you have not 
legally filed a return. 

A joint return nearly always 
results in a lower tax for a hus- 
band and wife. In using it you 
split the income and figure each 
half at a lower level. You can 
split the income even if only one 
of you earned anything.

YOU CAN GET help from the 
Internal Revenue Service. First, 
there is an instruction pamphlet 
mailed to you with your tax 
form. Second, you can get a 
booklet, “Your Federal Income 
Tax,” for 25 cents from the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, Wash- 
ington 25, D.C. It was written 
by Revenue. Service people, is 
authoritative, complete and well 
indexed.

S there any point on which a wife who is accused of 
J cestructiv nagging can build a defense? A Philadelphia 

lawyer might be hard put to work up a case for her, but 
nagging wives have one all ready. They say their husbands 
never would accomplish anything if they didn’t keep after 
them. I am quite familiar with the plea to the jury made 
by Mrs. H. who admits she's a magger bet, if the court 
pleases ... 

“A wife has to get her husband to accomplish certain 
things, or undertake certain responsibilities. Of course she 
must sometimes keep reminding him of them. He wouldn't 
lift a hand if she didn’t keep after him.”

THE TROUBLE IS, Mrs. H., that he doesn't lift a 
hand when you keep after him, either. The rest of your 
long letter makes that clear. So your nagging—like most 
nagging—doesn't get results. Let’s face this frankly. As I 
have reminded my readers many times, nagging is the 
most common complaint of husbands against their wives. 
Let me suggest these points on which you, Mrs. H., and 
other wives could profit: 

If your nagging consists of reminding him of things 
he has left undone, do them yourself. Men continually 
complain that wives are making a great and unnecessary 
fuss of this sort. You want the hinge on the back door 
fixed and you keep nagging your husband to fix it. Of 
course he should do it, but, if he doesn’t, you can probably 
do it yourself just as well. Otherwise, ask some teen-age 
boy in the neighborhood. He'll be greatly complimented if 
you remark on his skill. 

If your nagging consists of complaints about things 
your husband does, and it produces no change in his be- 
havior, ignore that behavior or find some indirect way of 
dealing with it. You aren’t getting anywhere by continuing 
to hound him. You may be making yourself feel more 
virtuous by your incessant hammering, but you can find 
better ways to make yourself feel virtuous—ways that are 
not so destructive to marital harmony.

IF YOUR NAGGING consists of complaints that you 
don’t have something you would like to have, try praising 
some of the things you do have. This might make a real 
change in your own disposition. Any woman can make 
herself miserable in no time at all, by whining about what 
the neighbors have that she lacks. She can often make 
herself feel cheerful if she begins to “accentuate the posi- 
tive, eliminate the negative,” as a onee-popular song put it. 

All this sounds like old stuff to you, doesn’t it Mrs. H.? 
It sounds commonplace. The common fact about it is that 
so few wives try out the prescription. Get on this plat- 
form today and stay on it for one year. I don't think you'll 
ever want to get off it, after that.

He Finds Taking Care of Son While Wife Works Is a Fine Idea, but a Little Hard to Explain

why I stay home and take 

care of our baby while my wife 
goes pff to work every morning 
at 8:21. 

I get involved repeating, “No 
I'm not on vacation. No, my wife 
isn’t sick. She hasn’t gone shop- 
ping. I’m not on the night shift 
this week.” 

This produces only question- 
ing looks that say maybe I’m 
crazy, but perhaps its my own 
business. 

The explanation is really 
simple. My work can be done 
at home, my wife's can’t. Loretto

Most people seem unable to 
accept the fact that what we 
are doing can be done.

This was a bold and unorthodox 
action, but it is worth observing 
that the four-spade contract 
would have been easy against 
a better break of trumps, or 
against weaker. defense. 


West opened the four of 
hearts; East took his ace and 
returned the heart seven. West 
collected the trick with the nine 
and laid down the heart king. 
South ruffed, then led a club 
to the king and tried the spade 
finesse. 


It is easy to see that if West 
had taken this triak the defense 
would have ended then and 
there. West could not make a 
return to gain another trick im- 
mediately, and if he led a dia- 
mond or a club, declarer could 
easily control the lead, draw 
trumps and run the diamonds 
for the rest of the tricks. Or, 
having taken the spade king, 
West could return another heart, 
but this would be ruffed in dum- 
my; then South would enter his 
own hand with the diamond 
jack and draw trumps. 

All this, however, was only 
what might have been—actually, 
West played low on the spade 
jack without the slightest hesi- 
tation. South could. not be 
blamed for going astray. He 
took another finesse, and West’s 

boldness was rewarded. An- 
other heart lead forced South 
in trumps and inevitably de- 
feated the contract.
